Today's Health, the magazine 
of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, reports that roughing 
or back-combing does not dam- 
age the hair if it is done prop- 
erly and if the hair is in good 
condition: that is, if {( is na- 
turally lustrous and the fibers 
are strong and springy. 

However, ‘these operations 
should be ¢arried out gently 
and not too frequently. This 
will nvold roughening< of the 
hair fiber’s surface and undue 
tangling, especially ‘on dry, 
brittle or casyato-break hair, 

These operations tend to tan- 
yle the hair quite badly. Tang- 
Jed hair js difficult to comb, 
and somewhat greater ‘than 
normal fiber breakage may o¢- 
cur unless care is exercised. 

And when milady tires of the 
puffed wp hair-do and decides 
to return to normal,. begin 
combing at the ends and then 
gradually progress toward the 
senlp to remove the tangles by 
gentle combing. Actually, 
brushing is more effective than 
combing for removiag the tan- 
gles and is easier on the hair,
